- gtatiatical record. - How, far this may be duo’to a highe> standard of 
conduct it would be bard to aay, but thero is little doubt that another 
contributing factor has been the fact that the recent past has’ been 
6 particularly ‘prosperous time-for the working classes, When un- 
employment is low, tho temptations to commit crime are largely 
removed. The converse ix equally “true, and past experience 
_ justifies the view that a return to bad trade would have a marked, 
effect in increasing the number of convictions on the debit side. 
On looking a little more closely into the’ Report one gathers 
that no'fewer than 80 per cont. of the committals were. for one month 
or lees, and in view of this fact it.is.not to be wondered at, that the 
Commissioners speak of the harmfulaess of repeated short sentences 
in the case of young ond triviol offenders.
